Old Offender Cries: 
“ All Do It.” 


Countless murders are committed 
in Chicago, according to State’s At- 
torney Crowe, under the veil of 
motherhood. Periodically the. police 
and the courts, he says, show ex- 
treme activity in arresting and prose- 
cuting abortionists and the proprie- 
tors of obnoxious and criminal “ baby 
farms,” where girls are permitted in | 
secrecy to give birth to infants that 
seldom live.. Mr. Crowe says the 
evil persists because the sporadic 
crusades abate and abortionists are 
permitted to resume their traffic. A 
part of the bargain with “the man in 
the case” often implies the murder 
of the infant. More often, he says, 
it is the helpless girl-mother who 
gives up her life.

Sidestepping the demands of the 
“drys” that they “stand up and be 
counted” -on the

PERILS TREATY 
WITH BRITAIN 


Reconstruction of 


Europe in Balan 


PARIS, Jan. 11.—By the Associated 
Press.)—-Premier Briand, bearing the 
text of the long sought British alliance, 
will face the French parliament tomor- 
row which, although hostile tonight, 
may nevertheless, in the opinion of 
many observers, give him a vote of con- 
fidence because it dare not refuse a 
concrete treaty owing to differences of 
opinion concerning some of the clauses 
and concessions. 

Both senate and chamber party cau- 
cuses have sent messages of protest to 
M. Briand, and there is much talk of 
overthrowing the governmen# as has 
frequently been the case in the last 
year.

Vice President Calvin Coolidge rode 
into the midille west last night carry- 
ing with him the immediate Republic- 
an party national and congressional 


policy. 

The Vice President’s speech at the 
Hamilton club's anniversary celebra- 
tion of the birthday of Alexander Ham- 
{lton was accepted politically as the 
keynote speech of the congressional 
campaign of 1922. 

It was a note of warning, in effect. 
to the agricultural interests, carried 
through a carefully worded statement 
that the farmers cannot expect “ good 
times until the Republican majority 
in congress develops a tariff law. 
based upon the Hamilton theory of 
protection, that will permit the manu- 
facturers to resume business “as 
usual” and on a pre-war basis. 

Must Be Codéperation. 

“The products of agriculture are 
consumed by the industrial popula- 
tion,”” Mr. Coolidge gaid. “They are 
the customers of the farmer. If they 
be prosperous, his markets will grow. 
On the other hand, the t outlet 
for manufactured eed is on the 
farm. A prosperous state of agricul- 
ture is the foundation for all national 
prosperity. The manufacturer must 
look to the farmer not only for his 
supply of food, but for the sale of his 
commodities. Not in trying to over- 
reach each other, but in putting forth 
their effort to assist each other, each 
will find a common salvation.” 

With this as a basis, Vice Presi- 
dent Coolidge presented a succinct out- 
line of the proposed tariff legislation 
now in the making at Washington. 

“It will undertake to be a tariff un- 
der which the individual will benefit 
whenever such benefit would accrue to 
the common good,” he said. 


Audience Pays Tribute to Harding. 


President Harding was accorded a 
striking demonstration of approval at 
the close of the following declaration 
by the Vice President. 

“The old American spirit lives agair 
in Presilent Harding. Conscious of the 
burdens which are borne by his coun 
trymen, solicitous for their prompt and 
effective relief, meeting new occasions 
with new remedies, rising to new 
heights as he advances, he is adminis- 
tering the affairs of our country with 
courage, ‘with resource, with decision 
and with a patriotic devotion that is 
fine and true. The nation looks to him 
with affection and follows him with 
admiration.” 

This tribute to the President brought 
the men and women at the tables to 
their feet and a three minute demop- 
stration followed. 


Hamilton “ Protection” Father. 


The Vice President ascribed to Alex- 
ander Hamilton, as President Wash- 
ington's secretary of the treasury, sub- 
stantial credit for the formulation of 
the American constitution, its ratifica- 
tion, especially in the state of New 
York, and the construction of the doc- 
trine of protection. 

“He knew that diversification would 
call forth more energy, more effort. 
and more of the spirit of enterprise.” 
Mr. Coolidge said. “No one would 
deny that there have been instances 
where rates have been excessive .and 
the policy “of protection has been 
abused, where selfish interests have 
unduly profited and where provincial 
minds have seen in the tariff only a 
local issue, but this Is neither the prin- 
ciple nor the application of the pro- 
tective theory of Hamilton, which 
stands today almost as the accepted 
doctrine of the world.”

Had Violated a Contract.

Samuel! Insul] walked into the meeting of the 
local transportation committee Tuesday and talked 
about subways and transportation. “ What Chi- 
cago transportation needs most is to get it out of 
politics,” he said. ‘Politics is the curse, and I 
would say it to the newspapers, to the public, to 
every one. I would say it on this floor as well as 
on the others.” 


On the fifth floor he would say it to the mayor, 


but he would not tell Mr. Thompson anything. 
Mr. Insull knows. Ask him. Politics is the curse 
of transportation, but bad transportation is a god- 
Ask him. 

We know that Mr. Insull knows the politics in 
transportation, but does he know how to get it 
out? Every ore in politics speaks of the people's 
rights and no one thinks of them. The people’s 
rights are in decent, clean, rapid, cheap transporta- 
tion. That is what they do not get. 

They cannot have decent, clean, rapid, cheap 
transportation until the city has a subway system. 
Mr. Insu!] eould finance and build the system, but 
the city would not allow him to do so. Any group 
of Chicago citizens who had the ability to form 2 
pro ‘bono publico company to reconstruct Chicago 
traction and give rapid»transit and_low fares would 
become, in the rhetoric of politics, a gang of plun- 
derers the moment their plans were announced. 

The city itself can build subways. It has the 
money for a good beginning and if it made the be- 
ginning-it could get the money for the complete 
system. It could get changes in the constitution 
and the laws which now prevent Chicago from 


_ doing what New York has done. 


Here is where politics reveals jtself as entirely 


obstructive. As soon aa the city lost its 5 cent 


fare case in the federff court Thompson's spokes- 
men said this forced him to become a candidate for 
reflection. Bitter as the cup might be, he could 
not push it from him. He could not desert the 
people in their peril. He would be obliged to re- 
tnain in office until he had won the fight. 

Se long as nothing is done, Thompson thinks he 
can remain in office, and that political theory is 
well enough sustained in Chicago records to make 
it good.

CHICAGO IN ILLINOIS. 


When restriction of representation is the equiva- 
lent of disfranchisement, such as the unfair re- 


the metropolis a victim of autocracy or it tends to 
create a city state. Both conditions are bad. 
If the city gains nothing in compensation for 


the loss of representation in the state legislature 


it then is subjected to laws In the making of which 
it did not have an equitable voice. Its people are 
ruled differently from the people in any other com- 


tion of autocracy repugnant to republican princi- 
ples. 

If the city as compensation for its virtual dis- 
franchisement obtains an extensive delegation of 
local self-government, almost autonomy, it be- 
comes nearly a state in itself. New York, denied 
equality of representation, is now seeking new 
charter rights to protect itself from state invasion 
of city affairs. 

It is not good for a state to divorce its metropo- 
lis and it is not good for the metropolis to be 
divorced. There is a much better balance of gov- 
ernment when there is a fair city and rural repre- 
sentation in the making of general laws*and when 
the state, delegating authority of local affairs to 
cities, nevertheless remains the controller. A 
composition of country and city makes a sounder 
governmental unit than either country or city 
alone. 

The ‘composition of city and country is an eco- 
nomic unit and a natural one, and it is a proper 
political unit. In its lawmaking and administra- 
tion it has a broad base and stability. The polit- 
ical influence of city’ upon country and country 
upon city is good. It gives the country the stimu- 
‘lation of industrial and commercial interests; it 
gives the city the balance of country influences. 

It is not possible te retain the unit except upon 
the doctrine of political equality. The liberties of 
city dwellers cannot be impaired because of their 
place of residence. That is a reversal of American 
rules and would not be endured by the people upon 
whom it was imposed. | 

The city does not seek to dominate the country. 
It seeks to remain an equitably represented sec- 
tion of the state. If laws are passed which the 
city does not like they will be accepted so long as 
the enactment was not based upon disfranchise- 
ment. They would not be accepted if they -were

OUR DEBT TO VETERANS IS: 


NOT EUROPE’S DEBT. 


“There is something savoring much more of bunk | 
and politica than of justice in the plan outlined 


by Chairman Fordney of the house ways and 
means committee to’ finance a veterans’ bonus 
through the refunding and eventual! collection -of 
foreign war debts to the United States. 
deceive American taxpayers into the belief that 
their debt to the veterans can be paid without tax- 
ation. Our debt and Europe's debt have properly 
no such relationship. .Our debt to the Americans 


who defended our lives, property, and institutions |" 
im the great war is one thing. 


Europe's debt to 
the United ‘States for food and materials which 
enabled the allies to prosecute the war when their 
own resources were almost exhausted is another 
thing. It is quite proper that both should be paid, 
but it is altogether improper that the payment of 
one should be made dependent upon payment of 
the other. 

At best it is a subterfuge and makeshift to pla- 
cate the taxpayers. If we are to maintain our gov- 
ernment the funds must be forthcoming from the 
federal treasury. If we are to meet our obliga- 
tions to our veterans, that is simply an additional 
charge against the government. In so far as we 
mect this charge from foreign sources we are sim- 
ply diverting funds which otherwise would reduce 
faxation. In the last analysis the taxpayer pays. 

Of course -it is of advantage to make this bur- 
den as easy as possible. That can be done as well 
by taking funds from the treasury to pay the bonus, 
and putting foreign payments into the treasury, as 


by making a short cut for foreign payments direct | 


to the veterans’ account. 
Our veterans should not be made dependent upon 
foreign taxpayers for their adjusted compensation. 
Such compensation is America’s debt, not Europe's. 
To place it on Europe's shoulders probably would 
impair Ukelihood of collection. The allied govern- 
ments would have strong mora! support in the 
Contention that their veterans should not be taxed 
to pay & bonus to our veterans, who fought less 


? 


have reversed itself on the specious plea that some 
contractors and builders are paying more than the 
award and it would be unfair to pay city employés 
less than these employers pay. 

If this were sound reasoning the Landis awards 
would be worthless and the citizens’ committee 
effort to support it would be futile. But it is not 
sound. It represents not public spirit but politica. 
If these aldermen are thinking of being fair, let 
them be fair to the city and people of Chicago. 
The people are burdened heavily through condi- 
tioms in the building trades which mulct them ia 
high rents and high taxes. The city is being badly 
retarded in growth by these conditions, is losing vo 
rival communities, and will lose more. When the 
council finance committee strike# at the Landis 
awards it strikes at the general public and Chi- 
chgo. 

It is true that some contractors and builders are 
disobeying the Landis awards and are more biame- 
worthy than the unions that are defying them. 
But the citizens’. committee is working hard io 
bring the situation out on the basis of the awards 
and the city council should stand behind them as 
one man, not desert them. 

The city’s business, the rent payer, and the home 
builder are all in need of the earliest possible re- 
lief, and the way is through the enforcement of 
the Landis awards.

RUSSIA’S NEED BEYOND FOOD, 

Chicago, Jan. 10.—I hope you will give 
space in your columns to this statement 
of one phase of the work of relief in 
Russia on which a good many people, I 
think, have not yet been clearly in- 
formed. This is the terribly urgent need 
for clothing and medical supplies for 
combating epidemics. For food supplies 
the A. R. A. has now secured $20,000,000 
of Grain Corporation funds. Ten mil- 
lions more in soviet gold seems assured 
for further food purdhases, and $6,000,000 
or $8,000,000 besides Is available in cash 
and foodstuffs—making a total of at least 
$36,000,000. The amount of food that 
this sum will provide is, of course, still 
terribly close to bare starvation rations, 
and even in feeding there will be plenty 
of room for additional help, such as 
that which is being so ably rendered by 
the American Friends and other organi- 
gations. Moreever, through poor trans- 
portation and the resulting delays it may 
be that millions of people will die before 
the food can reach them. Nobody could. 
possibly overstate the need for food in 
Russia. But from present accounts of 
the rapidly spreading epidemics of 
typhus, etc., the dearth of medical sup- 
plies is Ukely to be even greater still. 
The A. R. A. has been disappointed in 
finding that the surplus medical sup- 
plies of the army have been exhausted, 
so far as the type of medicines needed 
for the Russian work. So they can ex- 
pect no help frem that source. And the

AIREDALES, BULLS—ALL KINDS OF DOGS—HAVE FLEAS. 


F all the pets that men have| 

had, the dog seems_to be the'| 
greatest standby, and the grow- 

ing number of dogs that have 

come to live in cities, has increased 
the problem of fighting parisites, the 
dog’s worst enemies. The common dog 
flea seems the most tantalizing pest of 
all, whether the dog is kept in the 
house, basement, or a private kennel. 
Airedales, collies, spanieis, setters, ' 
and other long haired dogs are troubled 
the most with fleas, while the short 
haired dogs, such as the terriers, bulls, 
and pointers, are easier to keep clean. 
Fleas probably are never the cause 
of a dog’s death, but in the spring,‘ 
summer, and fall they frequently set 
up an irritation that causes the dog 
to become poor in condition, nervous, 
and cross. It often spoils his disposi- 


live stock and other dogs, as well as 
children. Scratching is an indication, 
though not always a sure sign, of the 
flea’s presence. 

Fleas found on dogs are tiny, red- 
ish, winfHiess insects. Bedding in the 
kennel and the dog’s pallet in the

A sweeping order which presages @ 
change in the mechanical operation of 
every railroad in the country and 
which is aimed ultimately to make 
travel by rail “foolproof” was issued 
by the interstate commerce commission 
yesterday directing forty-nine rallroads 
to install automatic train control] de- 
vices on at least one locomotive passen- 
ger division before July 1, 1924. The 
carriers are given until March 15 of 
this year to show cause why the order 
should not become effective. 

The order is in compliance wih sec- 
tion 26 of the Esch-Cummins transpor- 
tation act, which gives the commission 
authority “after investigation to order 
any railroad to install automatic train 
control on the whole or any portion of 
the system.” The roads named jm the 
order are the most heavily traveled 
Similar orders will be issued to the 
smaller roads later. 


Eliminates Derail System. 


The automatic train control whish 
has been in operation on 106 miles of 
the Chicago and Eastern Illinois and 
twenty-four miles of the Rock Island 
roads for several years obviates the 
necessity for derailing switches and 
interlocking crossings. It automati- 
cally sets the brakes and reduces the 
speed of a locomotive if the block is 
not clear. It is said to make a col- 
lision impossible even if the engineer, 
because of a fog or snowstérm, fails to 
see the signal. It is claimed that it 
insures the safety of the passengers 
even if the engineer collapses or falls 
dead at his post. 


In 1911 there were six cases within ~ 


a period of eight months in which en- 
gineers either fell dead or-were stricken 
with paralysis while on duty, and in 
most of these instances wrecks oc 
curred with resultant loss of life. 

A rough estimate of the total cost of 
compliance with the commission's 
order is $10,000,000. ;
